years. It seems manifest, then, that 
the latter tongue ought to bo trimmed 
down and repaired. • If it is to remain 
as it is, it ought to be gently and 
reverently set aside among the deatl 
languages, for only tho dead have time 
to learn it. 


On the way to Heilbroim there were 


some nice German people in our com- 
partment.

Progress in Telephones. 


The Scientific American 
describes 


some experiments it has-been making 
with telephones. 
One of these was to 


place two of the well known Blake 
transmitters near Mr. Beecher's church, 
Brooklyn. 
Connecting wires ramjfied 


trom this point in all directions as 
far as Yonkers and Elizabeth, and a 
large number of telephones were placed 
iu circuit. On Sunday, April 25, the 
second trial, the result was strikingly 
successful. 
From the opening note of 


the organ prelude to the last word of the 
preacher's voice at the close of the sei'v- 
ice. everything was delivered to the ears 
of the listening tclephoners in the most 
perfect manner, the tones that came 
over the wires being so full, round, clear 
and distinct, it almost seemed to the 
hearers in New York, Yonkers and Eliz- 
abeth as if they were stationed within 
the church itself, directly in front of 
the speaker. 
The delivery of music 


was equally perfect, every note of the 
organ and of the individuals of the choir 
being fully brought out. 


In consequence of the successful result 


of these experiments, says the Scientific 
American, several new improvements 
have been suggested for trial, and there 
seems to be every probability that m a 
short time some new and very ell'ective 
instruments will be in use, by which all 
who desire may carry the sounds of 
church service into their dwellings, and 
may also enjoy the best lectures, mu- 
sical and other entertainments with tho 
utmost satisfaction 
in 
their homes. 


Heretofore, in listening to tho telephone, 
it has required ctl'ort'aml strain of the 
ear on the part, of the listener. But this 
experiment shows that all sounds may 
be delivered in full and easy tones, read- 
ily heard, with all tho natural charac- 
teristics, modulations and inflections of 
the human voice 


Helping tlie i)e;if. 


DR. C. H. THOMAS, of Philadelphia, 


has been making a study of the various 
new devices for helping the deaf to hear. 
All of them, lie says, depend for their 
action upon the principle of acoustics 
that solids vibrate in unison with the 
sound waves produced in the air near 
them. 
In these instruments the vibra- 


tions are of sufficient force to be audible 
when conveyed to the internal ear 
through the medium of tho teeth and 
cranial bones, independently of the or- 
dinary channel of hearing. 
He says 


that a simple and excellent instrument 
for the purpose "consists simply of a 
rod of hard wood about two feet lo!.p- 
and a quarter of an inch thick, one enfi 
of which is placed against the teeth of 
the speaker, the other resting against or 
between the teeth of the person hard of 
hearing. If the speaker articulates in a 
natural tone of voice, the vocal vibra- 
tions will be transmitted in great vol- 
ume through the teeth and thence to the 
ears of the deaf person. 
It will also 


convey the voice distinctly when placed 
against the forehead or other portions 
of the skull of the hearer. 
It will also 


convey perfectly audible speech from 
the skull of one to that of the other, or 
such sounds may be conveyed by sim- 
ply bringing the heads themselves in 
contact. Again, instead of the speaker 
holding it against his teeth, he may 
place it against the upper part of his 
chest, when, upon using his voice, the 
sound will be conveyed as before, of 
course independently of the teeth of 
either person." 


CUT 
KAILS.—Cut nails, says 
the 


Philadelphia Ledger, would have'proved 
a much more profitable speculation 
during the year just closed than the 
most buoyant railroad stock in the mar- 
ket. 
At the beginning of the year 


they cost $2.15 per keg. 
The price 


was gradually advanced, reaohlno- $2.75 
on the 1st of September, and then it 
took a sudden jump to S3 on the 5th, 
and $3.25 on tho 18th of that month. 
Since then prices have continued to 
rise, and on December 26 the keg of 
nails that could have been bought in 
January for S2.15 was worth $4.35, a 
gain of iver 100 per cent.

Imlividvality of the Horse. 
ONE thing curious and interesting 


about the horse is its individuality. 
This is a characteristic common to all 
animals, undoubtedly, to a greater or 
less degree, but surpassingly so, we 
think, in the case of the horse. 
How 


this characteristic varies in horses is 
well known by any one who has ever 
intelligently drawn a rein over a good 
roadster. The individuality of horses 
varies as much a-; that of men. Every 
one has a different mental as well as. 
physical make-up. 
Some horses seem 


to possess brains, to have some sense, 
are quick to understand and obey the 
least sign, motion or word of their mas- 
ter; 
others are not inaptly termed 


"iunk-heads," always awkward, lum- 
bering about, difficult to teach, and 
never "make any thing," in a horse- 
ological sense. 
It may be true that 


these traits in a horse are sometimes 
due to the habits of his driver or owner, 
and that tho horse itself may not be so 
much to blame for his ignorance, but 
however much ho may bo excused on 
this score, there is a surprising differ- 
ence in these mental qualities of horses. 
Some men drive and use horses for 
years and yet never realize any thing, 
or that there is any more difference be- 
tween them than 
there is between 


so many barrels or saw-logs. Other men 
who handle horses a great deal, who 
buy and sell frequently, and who study 
much their different characteristics, will 
tell you how wonderful horses are, how 
much more they know than some men, 
how much each one has to be driven 
and handled differently, and how much 
they will sometimes teach even their 
drivers! 
Between a nervous, sensitive, 


intelligent horse, and his considerate 
owner, how largo a union of fellowship 
and sympathy exists. In the stable, on 
the road, if overtaken by an accident, 
the cool, sensible man is sure to have a 
quick sympathy from his faithful horse. 
He trusts his master, as his master trusts 
him. If tho master is quiet, the horse 
will be equally so, knowing every thing 
is safe; if the master blusters, or be- 
comes anxious, or exhibits fear, the 
horse knows it at once, and becomes 
restive likewise. 
Oh, that men only 


knew that horses know much more than 
they give them credit for, and that they 
would use them more humanely, as they 
should, than they now do.

not brutes, they are noble, intelligent, 
sensible creatures, the most usefulani 
mal servant which Divine Goodness has 
given to man! —New _ Englcmd Farmer
